It was dirty work which the majority did yesterday, 


work that can have no other effect than that-of -demoraf-1 


izing the city educational system, and raising up among; 
the staff of educators the belief that in order to hold their- 
positions they must foul their hands by thrusting' them 
into the stinking pot of politics which this man Maxson 
stirs. It was dirty work, too, because it placed upon the' 
forehead of one member of the "board, heretofore counted 
among "the eminently respectable" of the community, the 
"brand of seUf-stuliflcation. Dr. Walker, president of the 
board, may'bte satisfied-to wear the collar which Maxson 
has forged ifS*r Kim7iand"(iuieY!^'f6 im^rTto'ttitr'rhaster's 
voice and obey its dictates; but he stands In a different 
light before the community, since yesterday's action, than 
ever beat upon him before.

The report of the 
San 
Francisco 


stock exchange, yesterday .indicates, a 
rather strong demand on the part of 
the speculating public for Gbldfield 
stocks, and the slight increase 
in 


sales of Bullfrogs; over the day before 
denotes that there is apt: to be 
a 


stronger call for those . securities in 
the near future than there has been 
for some time past, as that market 
has been equally stagnant with that 
of Manhatan, although the 
, mines 


themselves are much better developed 
and of. more-.pr.oven worth. .Tho rea- 
son for this is to be found in 
the 


fact that some of the largest proper- 
ties there have given out very little 
information concerning their opera- 
tions and discoveries, and also 
the 


significant condition of the heaviest 
holdings being retained in the east. 


The sales report for the day shows 


a peculiar condition relative to many 
sales of strong stocks, sold in small 
blocks at a less cost than the quota- 
tions call for. 
Ordinarily this would 


indicate that holders of small blocks 
wore taking profit, but the fact that 
tho sales referred, to show the sales 
to be for less than quotation, when the 
reverse is generally the case, and the 
further fact that the market is a ris- 
ing one, would seem to make this 
condition something of a puzzle. 


Manhattans were weak, 
showing 


practically no change from the 
day 


before, and the number of sales re- 
ported being Infinitesimal. Since the 
boom; of that*camp.was nipped ini.the 
bud by the San. Francisco catastrophy, 
its .securities have not been in
